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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the appeal brief filed 04/29/2005. 

Drawings 

2. Formal drawings are required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The present 
invention is directed to a method and system for transmitting authentication information. 
In particular, independent claim 1 and 13 are directed to a method and system for 
transmitting a certificate payload comprising at least two certificates; the certificates are 
issued by two independent certificate authorities (CAs) having no trust relationship 
between them. The closest prior art, Asay et al (5,903,882), discloses sending two 
certificates; however, Asay does not disclose that they are issued by two independent 
CAs having no trust relationship between them. Another prior art, "Project P710", 
discloses a decentralized CA structure having independent hierarchies of CAs with no 
common top level CA; however, "Project P710" does not disclose sending two 
certificates issued by independent CAs. 

Independent claim 7 is directed to a method and system for transmitting a 
certificate payload together with an identification (ID) payload comprising a combination 
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of two IDs. The closest prior art, RFC 2409, discloses a key exchange method having 
two phases. Phase 1 includes the step of transmitting a certificate payload together 
with an ID payload comprising a single ID. Phase 2 includes the step of transmitting an 
ID payload comprising a combination of two IDs. However, RFC 2409 fails to disclose a 
single step of transmitting a certificate payload together with an ID payload comprising a 
combination of two IDs. 

Independent claim 10 is directed to a method and system for transmitting a 
certificate payload together with a signature payload comprising two signatures that are 
concatenated with each other. The closest prior art, Asay, discloses transmitting a 
certificate payload together with a signature payload comprising two signatures; 
however, Asay fails to disclose that the signatures are concatenated with each other. 

The prior art, taken either singly or in combination, fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claim, in such a manner that a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C 102 or 103 would be proper. The claimed invention is 
therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over prior art
